Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association 

At  a  fully  representative  emergency  meeting  of  manufacturers, 
wholesale  and  retail  members  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  of  repre- 
sentatives of  other  drug-trade  organisations,  held  _at  43  Gordon 
Square  on  September  14,  the  difficult  position  arising  from  the 
compulsory  war  insurance  of  stock  in  relation  to  goods  on  the 
P.A.T.A.  List  was  exhaustively  discussed.  The  meeting  noted 
with  regret  that  certain  manufacturers  and  wholesalers  had 
already  added  to  their  invoices  surcharges  of  varying  percentages 
to  cover  this  insurance,  without  prior  consultation  with  other 
members  of  the  trade  or  with  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  it  was  con- 
sidered that  such  procedure  was  premature  and  likely  to  have 
undesirable  reactions  on  both  the  trade  and  the  public.  The 
meeting  adopted  a  resolution  recommending  most  strongly  that 
until  October  i,  1939,  no  surcharges  of  any  kind  should  be  made 
by  either  manufacturer,  wholesaler  or  retailer.  From  October  i, 
any  additional  charge  made  by  a  manufacturer  should  not 
exceed  i|  per  cent.  In  cases  where  the  manufacturer  decided 
not  to  surcharge  at  all,  the  wholesaler  might  surcharge  the 
retailer  i|  per  cent.,  and  when  the  manufacturer  did  surcharge 
the  wholesaler,  the  latter  might  add  not  more  than  3  per  cent,  to 


the  pre-war  price  charged  to  the  retailer.  It  was  also  the  unani- 
mous view  of  the  meeting  that  any  manufacturer  adding  more 
than  if  per  cent,  to  his  price  must  submit  new  retail  and  whole- 
sale prices  and  terms  to  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  that  these  revised 
terms  should  provide  an  additional  2|  per  cent,  to  the  wholesaler 
and  5  per  cent,  to  the  retailer,  which  would,  of  course,  cover  the 
insurance  charge.  As  an  adjustment  of  retail  prices  to  cover  the 
additional  charge  to  the  retailer,  it  was  considered  that  an 
addition  of  approximately  5  per  cent,  to  retail  prices  should  be 
made  by  the  retailer.  Recommendations  as  to  how  this  can 
best  be  operated  are  to  be  made  after  consultation  between  the 
P.A.T.A.  and  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union.  Members  are 
particularly  asked  to  note  that,  as  previously  stated,  the  addi- 
tional charges  should  not  be  enforced  before  October  i,  and  that 
the  charges  are  to  be  reviewed  and,  if  necessary,  modified,  as  and 
when  required.

Chemists'  Friends  Association 

A  special  emergency  committee  of  the  Chemists'  Friends 
Association  has  been  constituted  to  deal  with  applications  for 
membership  and  any  other  urgent  business  that  may  arise  until 
such  time  as  it  is  possible  to  call  a  full  meeting  of  the  Council. 
The  first  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  on  September  12, 
when  business  that  had  arisen  since  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Council  in  July  was  considered.  The  products  of  the  following 
manufacturers  were  placed  upon  the  C.F.  List :  Belle  Isle 
Laboratories,  Ltd.,  10-12  Brewery  Road,  London,  N.7;  Pineo- 
leum  Company,  8-10  Bridge  Street,  New  York  City,  U.S.A.;

and  to  every  wholesaler 
whose  name  appears  in  the 
list  of  approved  distributors. 
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Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 

Acting  upon  authority  given  him  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Council,  the  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  made 
the  following  awards  in  connexion  with  the  various  scholarships 
administered  by  the  Society : — Jacob  Bell  Memorial  scholarship. 
"Secundem  Artem"  (John  Bedford  Stenlake,  30  Leyborne 
Avenue,  Ealing,  London,  W.13);  Leverhulme  scholarship, 
"White  Heather"  (Marjorie  Ethel  Plear,  55  Amesbury  Avenue, 
London,  S.W.2)  ;  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association  scholar- 
ship, "Gentiana"  (George  Harold  Chapman,  Levenshulme)  ; 
Devon  and  Cornwall  exhibition,  "Fixity  of  Purpose"  (Frederick 
Roy  Gales,  Peverell) ;  the  president  has  also  recommended  the 
award  of  the  Nottingham  University  College  studentships  in 
pharmacy  to  "Eureka"  (Albert  Henry  Fenton,  Edwinstowe)  and 
"Ludum  Ludite"  (Norman  Henry  Todd,  London,  S.E.25), 

War-time  Trading  Hours 

Representations  by  Union. — The  National  Amalgamated 
Union  of  Shop  Assistants,  Warehousemen  and  Clerks  has  made 
representations  to  the  Home  Secretary  (Sir  John  Anderson) 
concerning  the  hours  of  employment  of  shop  workers  during 
war-time.  The  Union  points  out  that  in  London  and  other 
centres  the  shop  worker's  place  of  residence  is  often  far  removed 
from  his  place  of  work.  As  the  war  proceeds  an  increasing  num- 
ber of  women  and  young  persons  is  likely  to  become  employed 
in  shops,  and  it  is  not  desirable  that  they  should  be  on  public 
highways  in  darkness,  exposed  to  risk  of  increased  road  accidents. 
It  is  urged  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  compel  earlier  closing, 
limit  hours  of  employment,  and  insist  that  all  persons  shall  be 
released  from  their  employment  within  fifteen  minutes  of  the 
closing  of  the  shop. 

Blackburn. — -The  local  Insurance  Committee  have  agreed 
that,  during  October,  November,  December,  1939,  and  January, 
1940,  chemists  may  close  at  7.30  p.m.  instead  of  8  p.m.  on 
Mondays,  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays,  and  Thursdays,  and  at  8  p.m. 
on  Saturdays. 

LiSKEARD  (Cornwall). — The  local  Mercantile  Association  is 
recommending  traders  to  close  their  shops  at  7  p.m.  on  Satur- 
days until  the  end  of  summer-time,  when  a  further  meeting  to 
discuss  the  matter  will  be  held. 

Manchester. — The  Chamber  of  Trade  is  recommending  its 
members  to  close  their  shops  at  5.30  p.m.  from  October  i  to 
15,  and  at  5  p.m.  from  October  16-31. 

Liverpool 

Drop  in  prescriptions. — There  has  been  a  marked  decrease 
in  the  number  of  prescriptions  being  received  locally  in  the 
evenings,  and  a  curtailment  of  shopping  hours,  which  are  at 
present  unchanged,  seems  likely.  Closing  times  of  7  p.m.  for 
the  present  and  6  p.m.  for  the  mid-winter  months  have  been 
advocated . 

Increase  of  trade. — Most  Liverpool  chemists  have  ex- 
perienced a  considerably  increased  turnover  during  the  last  two 
weeks,  as  much  as  20  to  50  per  cent,  above  normal  being  reported. 
Trade  is  now  returning  to  normal  proportions,  except  in  beauty 
preparations,  in  which  some  chemists  have  expressed  their 
intention  to  reduce  the  range  to  secure  quicker  turnover. 

Association's  emergency  committee. — Liverpool  Chemists' 
Association  has  suspended  its  normal  activities  for  the  time 
being.  The  Council  at  a  meeting  held  a  few  days  ago  appointed 
an  emergency  committee  to  deal  with  matters  that  may  require 
prompt  handling.  The  committee  comprises  Messrs.  W.  E. 
Humphreys  (president),  W.  J.  Tristram,  J. P.,  M.  S.  Hughes, 
J.  L.  Hirst,  G.  L.  Clubb,  L.  Moreton  Parry  and  W.  E.  Shepherd. 
The  decision  has  been  taken  to  ascertain  the  views  of  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  on  the  question  of  reduced  hours  of  shop 
opening. 

Nottingham 

Meetings  cancelled. — All  the  meetings  of  the  Nottingham 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  arranged  for  the  session 
October  to  April  have  been  cancelled  owing  to  the  war. 

Permission  given  to  close  earlier. — The  Nottingham 
Insurance  Committee  have  given  notice  that  so  far  as  National 
Health  Insurance  dispensing  is  concerned,  Nottingham  chemists 
may  close  at  6.30  p.m.  this  winter  if  they  wish. 


Portsmouth 

School  of  pharmacy. — No  arrangements  have  yet  been  made 
as  to  the  opening  of  the  pharmacy  department  of  the  Municipal 
College  which,  but  for  the  war,  would  have  opened  at  the 
beginning  of  September. 

Transport  difficulties. — Portsmouth  chemists  are  finding 
considerable  inconvenience  as  regards  transport.  Previously  the 
city  has  been  well  supplied  with  road  deliveries  from  London, 
but  it  appears  that  the  wholesalers  are  experiencing  difficulties 
both  as  to  supplies  and  as  to  means  of  distribution. 

Thirtieth  annual  meeting. — The  thirtieth  annual  meeting 
of  the  Portsmouth  Chemists'  Association  was  held  at  Southsea 
on  September  13,  Mr.  H.  A.  Mecoy  (president)  in  the  chair.  The 
following  officers  were  elected  for  the  year:  President,  Mr. 
H.  A.  Mecoy;  Vice-President,  Mr.  T.  A.  Johnson;  Treasurer, 
Mr.  G.  W.  Darling;  Secretary,  Mr.  F.  H.  Ruoff ;  Committee, 
Messrs.  Atterbury,  E.  D.  Lewis,  J.  H.  Palmer,  J.  Robinson, 
R.  G.  Tremlett,  J.  Elder,  C.  E.  Green,  R.  F.  Trower,  with  the 
president,  vice-president,  treasurer  and  secretary  ex  officio.  An 
emergency  committee  with  power  to  act  was  appointed  as 
follows :  The  president,  vice-president,  treasurer,  secretary  and 
Mr.  W.  R.  Atterbury.  The  treasurer's  report  showed  a  substan- 
tial balance  in  hand  and  an  increase  in  membership.  Donations 
from  the  funds  of  the  Association  were  voted  as  follows : 
Benevolent  Fund  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  £^  5s. ;  Society's 
Orphan  Fund,  £2  2S. ;  Surgical  Aid  Society,  £2, ;  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  one  and  a  half  guineas  ;  Early  Closing  Association, 
one  guinea.  The  secretary  was  appointed  representative  on  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  local  representative  of  the  Propri- 
etary Articles  Trade  Association.  The  question  of  earlier  closing 
on  account  of  the  drastic  lighting  conditions  was  left  to  the 
emergency  committee  to  deal  with  after  approaching  the  doctors 
with  a  view  to  the  earlier  closing  of  surgeries.  Sunday  opening 
was  left  to  the  discretion  of  each  chemist  on  the  rota,  the  sugges- 
tion receiving  favour  that  a  mid-day  opening  should  take  the 
place  of  evening  duty.

Inquests.' — At  Durham,  on  September  12,  a  verdict  that 
"death  was  due  to  poisoning  by  barbituric  acid,  accelerated  by 
the  taking  of  alcohol,"  was  recorded  at  the  resumed  inquest  on 
Mrs.  A.  Banks  (see  C.  &■  D.,  Sept.  9,  p.  278). — At  an  inquest  at 
Coventry  recently  on  Arthur  David  Gibbs,  21  Dorset  R.oad, 
Coventry,  who  died  as  the  result  of  taking  potassium  cyanide, 
a  verdict  of  "suicide  while  of  unsound  mind"  was  returned. — A 
verdict  of  "  suicide  while  the  balance  of  his  mind  was  disturbed  " 
was  returned  at  an  inquest  at  Burton-on-Trent  recently  on 
Abraham  Dukes  (45),  of  Queen  Street,  Burton,  who  died  as  the 
result  of  drinking  a  quantity  of  disinfectant. 

In  the  courts. — At  Handsworth,  Birmingham,  on  September 
6,  Walter  Holden  was  summoned  for  selling  poison,  namely,  an 
ointment  containing  ammoniated  mercury,  while  not  being  an 
authorised  seller  of  poisons,  and  also  with  selling  poison  in  a 
container  not  properly  labelled.  A  fine  of  £2  was  imposed  on 
the  first  summons,  and  costs  of  4s.  on  the  second. — At  Hull 
Police  Court  recently,  a  total  of  six  months'  imprisonment  was 
imposed  on  John  Travers  Collier,  Willerby,  for  procuring  danger- 
ous drugs  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act.  It  was  stated  that  the  man's  ill-health  led  him  to  forge  a 
doctor's  signature  to  obtain  a  solution  of  cocaine  hydrochloride 
from  a  local  chemist.  Five  alternative  summonses  for  being  in 
possession  of  the  drug  were  dismissed  under  the  Probation  of 
Offenders  Act.

Of  the  members  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland  du^  to  retire  at  the  annual  meeting  next  month

Duggan,  L.P.S.I.,  67  Parnell  Street,  Dublin,  was  put  up  for 
auction  on  September  14,  but  no  sale  was  effected.  Mr.  Duggan 
is  retiring  from  business.

Failure  to  stamp  cards. — Mr.  Philip  J.  Fox,  Ph.C,  Tramore, 
was  fined  £(:>  at  Tramore  District  Court  recently  for  failure  to 
stamp  the  National  Health  Insurance  cards  of  two  employees. 

Golf. — The  Irish  Chemists'  Golfing  Society  will  hold  its  next 
outing  at  the  Hermitage  Golf  Club,  co.  Dublin,  on  September  24, 
when  the  postponed  competitions  for  the  prizes  presented  by 
May,  Roberts  &  Co.  (Ireland)  Ltd.,  and  A.  de  St.  Dalmas  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  will  be  played  off.  Attractive  prizes  are  offered. 

Demand  for  drugs  and  dressings. — As  a  result  of  the  war 
there  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  demand  on  wholesalers 
by  retail  chemists  in  Eire  for  drugs  and  dressings.  Both  manu- 
facturers and  leading  wholesalers  m  Dublin  and  Cork  were  kept 
busy  during  the  past  few  weeks  filling  orders  for  such  lines  as 
glycerin,  santonin,  liquid  paraffin,  certain  proprietaries,  and 
dressings  of  all  kinds.  For  A.R.P.  goods,  however,  Eire  chemists 
have  had  practically  no  demand. 


Inspector  appointed. — The  Minister  of  Home  Affairs  for 
Northern  Ireland  has  appointed  Mr.  David  Pinkerton  to  be 
Pharmaceutical  Inspector  under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act 
(Northern  Ireland),  1925,  in  place  of  the  late  Mr.  Moffat.  Mr. 
Pinkerton,  who  took  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  (Pharmaceutics)  at 
Queen's  University,  Belfast,  in  1935,  passed  the  Qualifying 
examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland 
in  1936.  He  has  acted  as  part-time  lecturer  and  demonstrator 
in  the  chemistry  department.  College  of  Technology,  Belfast, 
and  has  been  since  1937  a  lecturer  in  the  school  of  pharmacy, 
Robert  Gordon's  College,  Aberdeen. 


Scottish  Notes 

Miscellaneous 

Billeted-child  prescriptions. — The  Pharmaceutical  Stand- 
ing Committee  (Scotland)  have  agreed  that  panel  chemists  in 
reception  areas  will  dispense  "  B.C.  "  (billeted  child)  prescriptions 
on  the  same  terms  as  National  Health  Insurance  prescriptions. 
N.H.I,  forms  will  be  used  and  they  will  be  specially  marked 
"B.C."  It  is  requested  that  such  forms  be  sent  by  chemists  to 
Insurance  Committees  bundled  separately  from  ordinary  N.H.I, 
forms . 

Traders  protest  against  insurance. — A  protest  against 
the  Government  War  Risks  Insurance  scheme  was  made  at  a 
meeting  held  in  Edinburgh  and  attended  by  nearly  twenty 
national  organisations  of  traders  in  Scotland.  At  the  close  of  the 
meeting,  which  was  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Scottish  Dis- 
tributive Traders'  Co-ordinated  Committee,  an  official  statement 
was  issued,  in  the  course  of  which  the  meeting  expressed  per- 
turbation at  the  fact  that,  whilst  the  Government  and  traders 
were  endeavouring  to  keep  down  prices  of  commodities,  the 
application  of  this  insurance  scheme  must  inevitably  lead  to 
increased  prices  to  the  consumer.  ' '  Whilst  the  meeting  recog- 
nised that  the  larger  trader  had  no  option,  it  was  felt  that  the 
small  trader  with  stocks  valued  at  under  £1,000  could  not  afford 
to  participate  in  the  voluntary  scheme.  The  position  would, 
therefore,  arise,  in  the  event  of  his  stocks  being  destroyed  by 
enemy  action,  that  his  business  would  be  extinguished.  Even  in 
those  cases  where  a  small  trader  did  not  insure  his  stocks,  the 
goods  he  purchased  would  have  to  bear  the  additional  charge 
incurred  for  this  insurance  before  the  goods  reached  him." 


Topical  Reflections

The  Eightieth  Anniversary 

My  first  sentence  this  week  is  one  of  congratulation  on  your 
eightieth  anniversary,  recorded  in  last  week's  issue  (p.  314). 
Your  achievement  is  in  every  way  remarkable.  From  the  outset 
you  have  upheld,  often  in  face  of  captious  opposition,  interests 
of  those  who,  in  familiar  words,  "carry  on  the  business  of 
chemists  and  druggists"  ;  and  you  are  continuing  to  do  so  with 
unabated  tenacity  and  foresight.  The  mention  of  your  jubilee 
sent  me  to  my  copy  of  the  C.  &•  D.  Special  Issue  of  July  31, 
1909 :  thirty-two  pages  of  it  are  allotted  to  an  account  of 
the  origin  and  growth  of  the  paper  (an  account  derived  from 
first-hand  sources  no  longer  available),  and  I  have  always  regarded 
these  pages  as  an  outstanding  accomplishment  in  journalism. 
They  not  only  relate  in  detail,  without  monotony,  the  successive 
phases  of  the  evolution  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  but 
also  include  reminiscences  by  several  veterans  of  the  drug  trade, 
forming  a  chronicle  that  covers  virtually  the  whole  of  nineteenth- 
century  pharmacy  in  this  country  Your  help  in  fostering  the 
work  of  the  United  Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  in  the 
'sixties  was  invaluable,  and  promoted  a  sense  of  unity  in  the 
policy  of  pharmacy  the  implications  of  which  were  far-reaching. 
A  little  later  came  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Trade  Association 
of  Great  Britain,  with  its  efforts  to  obtain  fair  play  for  pharmacists 
harassed  by  the  erratic  administration  of  the  first  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Act ;  here  again  you  were  to  the  fore  in  aiding  good 
work. 


Eighty  Years  Hence 

One  is  tempted  to  conjecture  what  the  position  of  pharmacy 
in  this  country  in  the  year  2019  will  be.  It  is  conceivable  that 
by  that  time  preventive  medicine  may  have  so  developed  as  to 
have  abolished  the  need  for  curative  medicine.  But  it  is  unlikely. 
Medical  thought  moves  in  cycles.  There  are  times  when  the 
members  of  the  profession  are  prone  to  forget  that  they  are 
treating  patients,  not  diseases :  happily  the  pendulum  swings 
back  sooner  or  later,  and  the  patients  come  into  their  own.  The 
history  of  medicaments  has  also  its  cycles.  Paracelsus  "lighted 
a  candle"  which  continued  to  perturb  galenical  medicine  for  an 
indefinite  number  of  years.  The  onslaught  of  his  potent  chemicals, 
with  their  relatively  tiny  doses,  made  pint  and  quart  potations 
of  more  or  less  inert  herbs  look  foolish — as  I  had  occasion  to 
suggest  in  this  section  a  few  weeks  ago.  Heberden,  in  1745,  gave 
the  death-blow  to  mithridatum  and  theriaca  Andromachi, 
though  they  reappeared,  with  modified  formulas,  in  the  Phar- 
macopoeia Londinensis  (always  behind  the  times  !)  of  the  following 
year.  But  in  1747  Thomas  Short,  M.D.,  a  voluminous  author 
of  the  day,  was  evidently  of  opinion  that  the  process  of  elimina- 
ting galenicals  had  gone  far  enough,  for  in  the  preface  to  his 
"Medicina  Britannica,"  a  herbal,  he  called  it  "an  Essay  toward 
reviving  and  restoring  the  Use  of  Simples."  I  am  prepared  to 
see  this  type  of  reversal  of  trend  recur,  with  the  reservation  that 
cycles  of  thought  and  of  practice  assume  a  spiral,  not  a  merely 
circular,  form.  To  this  movement  we  give  the  name  of  progress. 
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Council  Meeting 


The  September  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  was  held  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin, 
on  September  12,  Mr.  F.  J.  Fitzpatrick,  treasurer,  in  the  chair. 
Other  members  of  the  Council  present  were  Miss  F.  M.  Flood, 
Dr.  J.  A.  Mitchell,  Messrs.  P.  Brooke-Kelly,  J.  V.  McKeever, 
T.  C.  Scott,  B.  P.  Hickey,  M.  J.  Parkes,  J.  Gleeson,  J.  Duggan, 
and  J.  A.  O'Rourke. 

Correspondence 

The  following  letter  was  read  from  the  secretary  to  the 
Vocational  Commission :  "  For  your  information  I  enclose  a 
copy  of  the  terms  of  reference  of  this  Commission.  In  pursuance 
of  their  investigations  my  Commissioners  are  at  the  present 
time  inquiring  into  the  matter  of  the  organisation  of  various 
professional  bodies.  Amongst  these  is  the  pharmaceutical  pro- 
fession. I  have  been  instructed  therefore  to  inquire  whether 
you  would  be  good  enough  to  furnish  this  Commission  with  a 
brief  memorandum  on  the  position  of  the  Society  and  that  of 
the  chemists  of  Ireland."  The  letter  then  set  out  a  number  of 
questions  asking  specific  information  as  to  the  composition  and 
functions  of  the  Society.  The  Council  considered  and  approved 
of  a  draft  reply  to  the  letter  submitted  by  the  registrar  (Mr. 
J.  J.  Kerr). 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  secretary.  Department  of  Defence, 
expressing  appreciation  at  the  decision  of  the  Council  to  co- 
operate to  the  fullest  extent  with  the  Department  in  connexion 
with  the  Volunteer  Force  recruiting  campaign.  The  letter  .set 
out  in  detail  the  requireinents  with  regard  to  chemist  personnel 
in  the  medical  services  of  the  Volunteer  Force. 

The  Registrar  informed  the  Council  that  the  recruiting 
posters  sent  by  the  Department  had  been  put  up  on  the  Society's 
premises  and  all  inquiries  from  chemists  and  students  dealt  with. 

The  secretary.  Department  of  Local  Government  and  Public 
Health,  wrote  :  "  I  am  directed  by  the  Minister  for  Local  Govern- 
ment and  Public  Health  to  send  herewith  a  copy  of  each  report, 
Nos.  II  and  12,  which  have  been  received  from  the  secretary  of 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  Commission,  and  which  contain 
material  prepared  for  the  seventh  British  Pharmacopoeia  by  the 
Committee  on  Pharmaceutical  Chemistry  (i)  and  the  Committee 
on  Pharmaceutical  Chemistry  (11).  I  am  to  state  that  the  Minister 
will  be  glad  to  receive  any  comments  or  criticisms  which  you 
may  care  to  make  on  any  of  the  recommendations  contained  in 
these  reports."  The  communication  was  noted  by  the  Council. 

Mr.  John  J.  Gaynor,  law  adviser,  reported  on  a  prosecution 
brought  by  the  Society.  He  wrote  that  four  summonses  were 
under  Section  2  of  the  Poisons  Act  for  offences  dealing  with  the 
sale  of  A. B.C.  liniment  and  Dr.  J.  Collis  Browne's  chlorodyne, 
and  one  summons  under  Section  5  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Act,  1908,  for  the  sale  of  ammonia  in  a  bottle  not  distinguishable 
by  touch  from  an  ordinary  bottle.  The  Justice,  in  view  of  sub- 
stantial expenses  and  costs,  imposed  a  penalty  of  los.  on  each 
summons,  with  ^4  3s.  4d.  costs  and  expenses  on  each,  making  a 
total  of  ;^23  6s.  8d.  with  fines  and  costs.

There  were 
also  present  Professor  E.  B.  C.  Mayrs,  Dr.  S.  E.  A.  Acheson,  and 
Messrs.  H.  F.  Moore  (treasurer),  S.  Gibson,  J. P.,  J.  F.  Grimes, 
J. P.,  W.  Martin,  C.  Abernethy,  J.  E.  Connor,  J. P.,  James 
McDowell,  John  McGregor,  and  J.  W.  Gray.  The  secretary 
(Mr.  D.  L.  Kirkpatrick)  was  in  attendance. 

The  President  welcomed  the  members  back  after  their 
summer  holidays  and  expressed  the  hope  that  all  had  returned 
reinvigorated  for  the  winter's  work.  They  were  particularly 
glad  to  see  Mr.  Gibson  back  among  them,  he  .said,  but  regretted 
the  absence  of  Mr.  Glendinning  due  to  an  unfortunate  accident 
which  had  befallen  him.  It  was  their  sincere  hope,  however, 
that  he  would  soon  be  his  cheery  self  again. 

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  the  Birmingham  Local 
Committee  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  thanking 
the  Council  for  their  appreciation  of  the  Conference  arrangements. 

The  President  also  reported  that  in  accordance  with  the 
Council's  wishes  he  had  written  to  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill  congratu-

Trinidad  and  Tobago 

Protective  Action  by  Pharmacists. — Representations  are 
to  be  made  to  the  Medical  Board  of  the  colony  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Trinidad  and  Tobago  about  certain  patent 
medicines  of  foreign  origin  now  on  the  Trinidad  and  Tobago 
market,  and  which  do  not  carry  their  formula  on  the  containers. 
This  course  was  decided  upon  following  discussion  at  the  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Society  on  August  10,  when  the  assistant  secretary 
raised  the  matter  and  pointed  out  that  in  England  patent  medi- 
cines not  subject  to  stamp  duty  were  required  to  have  their 
formula  stated  on  the  containers.  Another  decision  reached  was 
to  reprint  the  Society's  rules  and  circulate  them  among  all 
druggists  in  the  colony.  The  bye-laws  are  to  be  revised  at  an 
early  date  by  officers  and  members  of  the  comm^ittee  of  manage- 
ment, in  order  to  bring  about  greater  uniformity  among  druggists 
with  a  view  to  the  better  enforcement  of  their  rights  and 
privileges. 

United  States 

Mayo  Clinic  Founders'  Death. — Dr.  W'illiam  James  Mayo, 
who  died  on  July  28,  was  joint  founder  with  his  brother.  Dr. 
Charles  Horace  Mayo,  whom  he  outlived  by  only  two  months, 
of  the  Mayo  Clinic,  Rochester,  Minnesota.  Their  father,  Dr. 
William  Worrall  Mayo,  started  life  as  a  pharmacist,  and  both 
sons  worked  in  the  dispensing  department  of  a  Rochester 
pharmacy  before  studying  surgery. 
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Birmingham  Analyst's  Report 


THE  annual  report  for  1938  of  the  Birmingham  city 
analyst,  which  has  recently  been  issued,  shows  that  during 
the  year  7,329  samples  were  submitted  for  examination. 
Of  this  total  the  number  of  samples  of  drugs  analysed  was  354 
of  which  34  (9-6  per  cent.)  were  found  to  be  incorrect.  Among 
the  drugs  examined  were  phenol  and  eucalyptus  ointments  and 
linseed  meal  (see  C.  cS-  D.,  1939,  I,  172)  ;  ammoniated  quinine 
tablets  and  Seidlitz  powders  (see  C.  &'  D.,  1939.  II,  244)  ;  iodine 
ointment,  kaolin  poultice,  ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine,  and 
light  magnesia.  In  response  to  a  request  for  iodine  ointment,  a 
sample  supplied  contained  3-5  per  cent,  iodine  and  no  potassium 
iodide  and  was  in  fact  a  sample  of  the  non-staining  ointment. 
As  this  should  contain  5  per  cent,  of  iodine  the  sample  was 
30  per  cent,  deficient.  The  manufacturers  stated  they  were  now 
producing  the  article  within  reasonable  limits  of  toleration, 
standardised  to  5  per  cent,  by  a  so-called  "cold"  process,  as  they 
had  previously  had  difficulties  when  relatively  high  temperatures 
were  used,  due  to  separation  of  polymerised  iodised  arachis  oil. 
It  was  possible  that  the  ointment  complained  of  may  have  been 
from  a  batch  in  which  separation  had  occurred,  subsequent  to 
assay.  Another  sample,  also  bought  as  iodine  ointment,  was 
supplied  in  a  box  labelled  "stainless"  iodine  ointment;  it 
contained  only  2  -4  per  cent .  of  iodine  (a  deficiency  of  5  2  per  cent . ) . 
The  matter  was  taken  up  by  the  vendors  with  their  suppliers, 
who  accepted  responsibility  for  the  error  and  gave  an  assurance 
that  there  would  be  no  repetition  of  the  ofl:ence.  One  sample 
of  kaolin  poultice  contained  a  15  per  cent,  excess  of  boric  acid. 
The  vendors  were  cautioned  and  the  manufacturers  stated  that 
during  the  heating  at  120°  C,  for  one  hour  of  the  mixture  of 


kaolin,  boric  acid  and  glycerin,  a  process  required  by  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  a  reaction  occurs  that  results  in  the  formation 
of  glycerin  borate  and  water ;  the  latter,  with  the  small  amount 
always  present  in  glycerin,  is  lost  during  hsating  and  the  final 
weight  of  the  finished  article  is  therefore  less  than  the  sum  of  the 
weights  of  the  original  constituents.  This,  they  said,  has  the 
effect  of  increasing  the  percentage  of  boric  acid  in  proportion. 
The  firm  was  informed  that  if,  on  their  theory,  the  boric-acid 
content  should  be  high,  the  percentage  of  kaolin  on  the  same  ba.sis 
would  be  6o-6  per  cent.,  whereas  in  fact  it  was  lower  than  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  required  (50-9  instead  of  52-7  per  cent.). 
Light  magnesia  was  asked  for  at  six  shops  and  in  each  case  light 
carbonate  of  magnesia  was  supplied,  in  five  cases  the  package 
being  labelled  carbonate,  the  remaining  sample  being  labelled 
"best  magnesia."  The  British  Pharmacopoeia,  under  "Mag. 
Oxid.  Lev.,"  gives  "light  magnesia"  as  a  synonym.  The  six 
pharmacists  from  whom  the  samples  were  bought  concurred  in 
saying  that  the  general  public  expects  to  get  the  carbonate,  and 
that  it  was  the  trade  custom  to  supply  it  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
technically  it  was  correct  to  supply  the  oxide.  A  sample  of 
ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine  contained  only  o-8i  per  cent,  of 
ammonia  (a  deficiency  of  19  per  cent.).  The  manager  of  the 
pharmacy  from  which  it  was  obtained  said  that  in  his  opinion 
there  was  no  evidence  of  lack  of  care  on  his  part,  as  ammonia 
is  a  volatile  constituent.  Yet  rarely,  states  the  analyst's  report, 
are  .samples  more  than  10  per  cent,  deficient,  and  this  is  the 
minimum  toleration  allowed  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 
Two  other  samples  were  deficient  in  ammonia  to  the  extent  of 
17  and  18  per  cent.   The  pharmacist  was  cautioned.

War-time  Notices 

Trading  with  tlie  Enemy. — The  Board  of  Trade  has  issued 
a  list  of  persons  who  are  deemed  to  be  an  enemy  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Act,  1939.  The  Order  (Trading 
with  the  Enemy  (Specified  Persons)  Order,  1939)  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Stationery  Office,  price  4d. 

General  Export  Licence. — The  Board  of  Trade  have  issued 
an  open  general  licence  (No.  209)  which  permits  the  export  to 
all  destinations  of  certain  classes  of  goods,  including  table  waters, 
malt  extracts  and  infants'  and  invalids'  foods  containing  malt, 
condiments  and  spices.  No  applications  for  licences  to  export 
the  goods  specified  should  be  made  on  or  after  September  18. 

Safeguarding  of  industries  Act. — The  Board  of  Trade 
give  notice  through  the  Ministry  of  Information  that  they  will 
not  for  the  present  recommend  to  the  Treasury  the  issue  of  any 
licences  under  Section  3  (5)  of  the  Finance  Act,  1936,  in  respect 
of  ordinary  commercial  consignments  of  instruments  and 
apparatus  which  are  chargeable  with  duty  under  the  Safe- 
guarding of  Industries  Act,  1921.  [This  means  no  further  orders 
exempting  K.I.D.  goods  from  liability  to  duty. — Editor.] 

Postal  Restrictions. — The  War  Office  announces  that  by  an 
Order  in  Council  under  Defence  Regulation  11  (i)  and  (2)  the 
transmission  by  the  public  by  post  of  all  goods  and  commodities 
(including  printed  and  pictorial  matter)  to  the  following  countries 
is  prohibited  except  under  permit :  Italy,  Slovakia,  Ruthenia, 
Holland,  Belgium,  Luxembourg,  Denmark,  Switzerland,  Hun- 
gary, Yugoslavia,  Sweden,  Japan  (while  neutral),  China,  Norway, 
U.S.S.R.,  the  Baltic  States,  Spain,  Bulgaria.  Thailand  (Siam), 
Danzig,  Vatican  City,  Poland,  Rumania,  Turkey,  Greece, 
Portugal,  and  all  dependencies  thereof.  Except  in  special  cir- 
cumstances, permits  will  be  granted  only  to  firms  and  traders 
normally  exporting  particular  goods.  For  further  details  applica- 
tion should  be  made  to  Postal  Censorship,  Aintree,  Liverpool,  9.

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The  Government  and  the  Pharmacist 

Since  the  outbreak  of  war  two  matters  have  arisen  in  the 
dealings  of  Government  departments  with  pharmacists 
against  which  we  feel  a  vigorous  protest  must  be  made. 
Neither  we  nor,  we  feel  sure,  our  readers,  have  any  desire 
to  embarrass  the  Government  in  their  arduous  task  and  in 
the  special  difficulties  of  the  time,  but  there  are  occasions 
when  to  allow  a  wrong  to  pass  by  default  may  open  the 
way  to  much  future  harm.  The  first  complaint  we  have  to 
make  has  already  been  made  the  subject  of  a  strong  protest 
by  the  secretaries  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
and  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  In  making  arrange- 
ments for  the  medical  care  of  evacuated  children,  the 
Ministry  of  Health  has  entered  into  negotiations  with  the 
organisations  dealing  with  the  interests  of  medical  prac- 
titioners and  has  ignored  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  As 
a  result,  the  dispensing  for  evacuated  children  has  been 
entrusted  to  medical  practitioners.  In  reaching  this  con- 
clusion, the  Minister  has  contravened  the  principle,  clearly 
laid  down  and  repeatedly  upheld  by  the  successive  National 
Health  Insurance  Acts,  that  the  work  of  dispensing  is  the 
province  of  the  pharmacist,  whilst  diagnosis  and  prescribing 
is  that  of  the  medical  practitioner.  That  clear  definition  of 
function  lies,  in  our  opinion,  at  the  very  foundation  of  an 
efficient  public  medical  service.  Even  momentarily  and  at 
a  time  of  national  emergency  to  lessen  our  hold  upon  that 
principle  is  to  endanger  the  whole  structure  of  the  service 
and  its  future  efficiency,  to  say  nothing  of  the  rights, 
established  by  statute,  of  pharmacists,  and  if  it  is  the  right 
of  the  adult  insured  person  to  avail  himself  of  the  services 
of  pharmacists,  in  no  less  degree  should  that  right  be 
extended  to  children. 

Our  second  complaint  is  on  another  score :  The  medical 
practitioners  and  dentists  are  included  in  the  list  of  reserved 
occupations,  as  are  also  medical  and  dental  students. 
Whilst  pharmacists  of  all  ages  are  also  included  in  the  list, 
pharmaceutical  students  are  not  so  protected.  It  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  in  order  to  repair  the  normal  wastage 
by  death  and  retirement  from  the  ranks  of  practising 
pharmacists,  something  like  600  students  must  enter  the 
ranks  of  pharmacy  each  year.   Clearly  then,  if  the  inflow 


of  pharmacy  students  is  to  be  interrupted  for  the  duration 
of  the  war,  there  will  arise,  sooner  or  later,  an  acute  diffi- 
culty in  filling  the  gaps  in  pharmacy  caused  by  retirement 
and  death.  This  matter  assumes  greater  urgency  as  at  this 
moment  the  schools  of  pharmacy  are  about  to  commence 
their  session,  and  unless  a  pharmaceutical  student  can 
enter  upon  his  course  of  study  with  an  assurance  that  his 
studies  will  not  be  interrupted  by  a  call  to  military 
service,  the  arrangements  that  are  made  will  be  rendered 
ineffective  through  a  shortage  of  students.  We  are  sure 
that  these  two  matters  are  due  to  the  preoccupation  of 
Government  departments  with  the  urgent  business  arising 
in  the  state  of  war,  and  we  are  sure  also  that  the  attention 
of  the  Ministers  in  question  only  needs  to  be  drawn  to  the 
wrongs  for  them  to  be  rectified.  , 

Prices  of  Things  to  Come 

Although  the  war  has  been  in  existence  for  only  a  few 
weeks,  already  allegations  of  profiteering  are  being  made 
regarding  certain  increases  in  wholesale  and  retail  prices. 
When  the  matter  was  raised  in  Parliament  on  September  15 
the  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Trade  stated 
that  the  department  was  aware  of  a  number  of  present  or 
prospective  increases  in  manufacturing  prices.  He  expressed 
the  general  view  that  increased  prices  were  justified  only 
where  they  were  specially  related  to  increased  costs.  There 
had  been  various  suggestions  of  profiteering  by  individual 
retailers,  and  where  these  appeared  substantial  inquiries 
were  being  made.  When  investigations  were  complete  he 
would  consider  whether  any  legislation  was  necessary. 

Though  here  and  there  cases  of  profiteering  may  occur,  of 
persons  who  make  such  suggestions  in  a  haphazard  manner 
many  may  be  totally  unfamiliar  with  the  compulsory 
expenditure  with  which  industry  has  been  faced  in  recent 
weeks.  To  mention  two  examples :  the  Civil  Defence  Act  has 
cost  many  employers  of  labour  hundreds  of  pounds ;  then, 
with  the  outbreak  of  war,  came  compulsory  insurance  of 
commodities  (C.S-D.,  September  9,  p.  280).  The  latter  is  at 
present  fixed  at  one-half  per  cent,  per  month,  i.e.  6  per  cent, 
per  annum,  on  stocks  of  ;^i,ooo  or  over.  (Below  that  figure 
insurance  is  voluntary,  but  the  rate  is  the  same.)  It  will  be 
appreciated  that  on  a  yearly  basis  if  the  stock  is  turned 
over,  say,  twice  in  twelve  months,  the  cost  of  insurance  is 
really  3  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  so  on.  Difficulties  at  once 
arise,  however,  in  applying  this  principle,  as  the  turnover  of 
the  categories  of  stock  in  a  business  may  vary  over  wide 
ranges,  while  in  the  case  of  many  articles  in  the  drug  trade 
price-control  of  preparations,  e.g.  proprietaries,  precludes 
any  increase  in  price.  Difficult  as  is  the  equable  application 
of  these  increases,  the  matter  does  not  end  there,  particu- 
larly if  an  article  passes  through  two  or  more  channels 
before  reaching  the  public.  Agents  and  retailers  assess  their 
profit  on  a  percentage  basis,  so  that  if  the  cost  of  an  article 
from  the  manufacturer  has,  due  to  the  above  charges,  been 
increased  by  10  per  cent.,  the  agent  bases  his  profit  on,  say, 
110  instead  of  100  as  formerly.  But  he  too  may  have  in- 
curred similar  charges  to  the  manufacturer  and  in  turn  he 
adds  a  further  10  per  cent.  It  will  be  seen  therefore  that  by 
the  time  the  article  reaches  the  pubhc  the  "snowball"  effect 
has  markedly  increased  the  cost. 

It  is  understood  that  the  wholesale  drug  trade  does  not 
favour  a  general  surcharge  on  invoices,  but  temporarily 
prefers  the  addition  of  one  halfpenny  in  the  shilling  to 
each  item  in  order  to  cover  increased  costs  due  to  war  risk 
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insurance,  transport,  and  so  forth.  It  is  considered  that 
ultimately  a  general  increase  of  5  per  cent,  on  present  cost 
prices  is  inevitable.  The  directors  of  one  multiple  chemists' 
business  have  announced  that,  until  compelled  by  rising 
costs,  they  will  make  no  increase  in  the  price  of  goods  of 
their  own  manufacture. 

In  the  last  war  the  Profiteering  Act  was  devised  to  stop 
abuses  and  excess  profit  making.  Its  success  or  failure  need 
not  be  discussed,  but,  particularly  so  far  as  retailers  are 
concerned,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  no  legislation  with  such 
dubious  methods  of  application  will  again  reach  the  Statute 
Book.  The  scheme  may  have  been  admirable  in  its  con- 
ception, but  the  composition  of  the  committees,  many  of 
the  cases  they  heard,  and  the  decisions,  savoured  more  of 
the  Spanish  Inquisition  than  of  British  justice.  The  Act 
afforded  an  unprecedented  opportunity  for  any  person  to 
be  spiteful  against  a  retailer,  and  many  chemists  were 
involved  in  considerable  expense  in  producing  evidence  of 
cost,  overhead  charges  and  comparative  selling  prices  where 
perhaps  only  a  few  pence  were  the  cause  of  the  complaint. 
Even  if  a  frivolous  case  was  dismissed  or  it  was  shown  that 
the  defendant  had  been  justified  in  the  price  charged,  the 
publicity  given  to  such  matters  was  detrimental  to  the 
business  concerned.  Chemists  in  those  days  were  at  grave 
disadvantage  in  respect  of  drugs  and  chemicals.  There  was 
in  the  drug  trade  no  retail  price  list  sufficiently  compre- 
hensive, nor  one  issued  by  an  independent  authority  and 
based  on  a  costing  system.  This  position  was  rectified 
with  the  introduction  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
Retail  and  Dispensing  Price  List,  which  provided  evidence 
that  the  business  was  being  conducted  on  a  reasonable  basis. 
Chemists  would  do  well  to  be  guided  by  this  list  in  order  to 
protect  their  interests  in  respect  of  over-  and  under-charging. 
The  cost  prices  which  form  the  starting  point  are  standard 
for  quantities  representative  of  the  purchases  of  an  average 
business,  oncost  is  based  on  accountants'  figures  and 
allowance  is  made  for  specific  gravity  and  index  of  turnover, 
while  changes  of  prices  are  published  in  the  C.  &■  D.  each 
month.  Thus  by  means  of  the  List  a  chemist  can  rebut 
either  an  accusation  of  profiteering  or  one  of  cutting  prices. 

Rent  and  Mortgage  Interest 

The  Rent  and  Mortgage  Interest  Restrictions  Act,  1939,  was 
brought  into  force  as  from  September  2.  The  Act  prolongs  the 
existing  Rent  Restriction  Acts  until  six  months  after  the  date 
declared  by  Order  in  Council  to  be  the  end  of  the  present  emer- 
gency and  consequently  retains  under  the  present  system  of 
control  those  houses  which  were  still  controlled  on  the  date  when 
the  new  Act  came  into  force.  In  addition,  the  new  Act  extends 
the  scope  of  control  to  cover  all  houses  in  existence  on  Septem- 
ber I,  1939,  whether  they  are  houses  previously  controlled  which 
became  decontrolled  or  are  houses  erected  since  April  1919, 
which  have  not  hitherto  been  controlled,  whose  rateable  value, 
according  to  the  valuation  list  in  force  on  April  6,  1939,  as 
respects  London,  and  on  April  i,  1939,  as  respects  the  remainder 
of  England  and  Wales,  did  not  exceed  in  the  Metropolitan  Police 
District  or  the  City  of  London  £100,  or  elsewhere  in  England  and 
Wales  Ij^.  In  the  case  of  the  houses  thus  brought  under  control 
by  the  new  Act  the  maximum  permissible  rent  is  the  rent  payable 
at  September  2,  1939,  subject  to  the  normal  permitted  increases 
on  account  of  subsequent  structural  alterations  and  improve- 
ments, and,  in  the  case  where  the  landlord  pays  the  rates  assessed 
on  the  property,  to  any  increase  in  those  rates  over  the  amount 
assessed  on  the  property  in  the  rating  period  which  included 
September  i,  1939.  The  control  provisions  applying  to  the  houses 
brought  into  control  by  the  new  Act  and  to  mortgages  on  those 
houses  are,  with  certain  necessary  modifications  like  that  relating 
to  the  increase  of  rent  referred  to  above,  the  same  as  those 
applying  to  houses  which  were  already  controlled  before  the 


passing  of  the  new  Act.  The  Act  does  not,  however,  apply  to  a 
dwelling-house  which  is  or  forms  part  of  a  house  belonging  to  a 
local  authority  which,  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  is  included 
in  their  Housing  Revenue  Account.  Further,  neither  in  the  case 
of  existing  controlled  houses  nor  those  now  brought  under  con- 
trol will  there  be  any  provision  allowing  for  decontrol  on  vacant 
possession.  Section  10  of  the  Rent  Restriction  Act,  1933,  which 
gives  local  authorities  powers  of  publishing  information  for  the 
assistance  of  landlords  and  tenants,  as  to  their  rights  and  duties 
under  the  Rent  Acts,  extends,  with  other  provisions  of  a  like 
nature,  to  the  new  Act. 

Prices  in  the  Markets 

In  the  chemical  trade  there  has  been  no  indication  of  any 
excessive  increase  of  prices.  Advances  have,  of  course,  had  to  be 
notified,  but  where  there  has  been  no  increase  in  the  cost  of  raw 
materials,  any  adjustment  having  been  in  relation  to  compulsory 
insurance,  dearer  transport  costs  and  generally  higher  overheads. 
Where  the  basic  material  has  been  advanced  (for  instance, 
bismuth  metal  and  crude  iodine)  makers'  prices  for  the  salts  have 
had  to  be  moved  up  accordingly.  The  facts  that  there  is  no 
shortage  of  these  products,  and  that  continued  supplies  are 
assured  from  the  home  makers,  are  acting  as  a  safeguard  against 
inflation.  The  position  in  the  crude  drugs  and  essential  oils 
markets  is  in  some  instances  not  quite  so  satisfactory.  Here, 
most  of  the  recognised  merchant  importers  are  continuing  to  sell 
normal  quantities  of  these  commodities  to  their  old  customers, 
and  are  making  but  a  very  reasonable  increase  in  their  quota- 
tions. In  isolated  cases,  however,  it  does  seem  that  holders  of 
these  classes  of  goods,  realising  the  cost  of  fresh  imports  will  be 
much  higher,  are  decUning  to  make  sales.  This,  of  course,  is  a 
form  of  profiteering  and  one  that  may  well  meet  -ivith  the  dis- 
pleasure of,  and  disciplinary  action  by,  the  authorities.  Prices 
for  fresh  supplies  of  these  products,  which  have  to  be  imported, 
will  increase  all  too  soon  in  the  natural  way.  The  importers  will, 
however,  be  assured  of  a  reasonable  margin  of  profit  on  future 
arrivals.  There  is,  therefore,  little  to  be  said  for  the  argument 
that  prices  of  present  stocks  should  forthwith  be  adjusted  to  this 
future  higher  level.  We  believe  consumers  of  these  products  are 
finding  that  the  majority  of  the  merchants  are  acting  in  an  equit- 
able manner  and  in  the  national  interests.  The  general  level  of 
prices,  at  present  unsettled,  should,  in  the  course  of  a  week  or 
two,  become  more  regularised. 


Dermatitis  of  the  Ear 

From  investigations  into  the  cause  and  treatment  of  dermatitis 
of  the  ear  with  involvement  of  the  external  auditory  canal 
Williams.  Montgomery  and  Powell  ("Journal  of  the  American 
Medical  Association,"  August  19,  p.  641)  have  found  that  strep- 
tococci or  staphylococci  or  both  were  present  in  many  cases  and 
conclude  that  these  organisms  might  be  of  etiological  significance 
in  the  condition.  Involvement  of  the  external  auditory  canal  is  of 
primary  importance  in  the  majority  of  cases  of  dermatitis  of  the 
ear,  with  certain  notable  exceptions.  Careful  attention  to  cleans- 
ing the  external  auditory  canal  is  the  factor  of  primary  import- 
ance in  certain  cases,  and  the  selection  of  drugs  for  treatment  is 
of  distinctly  secondary  importance.  No  general  formula  of  treat- 
ment can  be  applied  to  this  condition,  but  a  variety  of  drugs 
should  be  at  hand  to  avoid  the  hypersensitive  reaction  produced 
in  certain  individuals  by  any  one  of  the  drugs  ordinarily  em- 
ployed. In  eighteen  cases  with  involvement  of  the  external 
auditory  canal  careful  handling  of  the  latter  seemed  to  be  the 
important  factor  in  clearing  up  the  dermatitis  not  only  in  the 
external  canal  but  in  the  rest  of  the  external  ear  as  well,  with 
little  difference  in  favour  of  any  drug  used.  However,  thymol 
iodide  dusting  powder,  phenylmercuric  nitrate  powder  or  a 
mixture  of  boric  acid,  mercuric  chloride  and  alcohol  had  appar- 
ently an  equally  favourable  effect,  the  lesions  disappearing  in 
from  three  days  to  a  week.  In  very  acute  dermatitis  of  the  ears, 
wet  dressings  of  0-5  per  cent  solution  of  aluminium  subacetate 
and  boric  acid  wet  dressings  were  used.  The  external  ear  in  the 
so-called  streptococcic  types  was  treated  with  gentian  violet  or 
ammoniated  mercury  preparations.  In  certain  chronic  types  of 
dermatitis  3  per  cent,  ichthammol  in  zinc  oxide  ointment,  2  per 
cent,  crude  coal  tar  and  preparations  containing  salicylic  acid  and 
sulphur  were  used.

THE  Prime  Minister,  in  a  recent  announcement,  asked  that 
the  business  of  the  nation  should  be  carried  on  as  usual. 
Business,  as  all  chemists  have  found,  is  far  from  usual. 
The  writer  is  in  business  in  a  South-coast  holiday  resort.  The 
suspense  of  the  few  days  prior  to  the  declaration  of  war  cut  his 
takings  in  half,  for  all  the  holiday-makers  seemed  to  make  a 
"bee  line"  for  home.  While  I  was  convinced  at  that  time  that 
the  country  would  avoid  War,  I  nevertheless  ordered  a  full 
winter's  supply  of  dressings,  hot-water  bottles,  tonic  foods, 
glycerin,  iodine,  cod-liver  oil,  etc.,  in  order  to  be  on  the  safe  side. 
Thursday,  Friday,  and  Saturday  of  that  eventful  week  were 
slack  days,  with  all  visitors  departed.  I  took  advantage  of  the 
lull  to  change  the  windows.  A  few  extempore  showcards  were 
made:  "In  case  of  national  emergency  you  are  advised  to  lay 
in  a  supply  of  concentrated  foods,  vitamin  products  and  first-aid 
equipment."  These  had  little  effect  until  the  following  Monday, 
when  there  was  a  rush  to  get  supplies  of  the  commodities 
mentioned. 

Light-trap  Construction 

Meanwhile,  all  arrangements  were  made  in  the  shop  to  comply 
with  black-out  regulations.  The  entire  space  of  glass  inside  the 

shop  was  painted 
with  black  dis- 
temper. (This  is 
easy  to  put  on,  and, 
it  is  understood, 
quite  easy  to  take 
off  when  necessary.) 
Every  window  as 
well  as  the  top  of  the 
window  cases  was 
covered.  This,  of 
course,  makes  the 
shop  very  dark,  so 
that  the  doors  of  all 
the  windows  are  left 
open  all  day.  (If  the 
war  is  going  to  last 
for  three  years  or 
similar  period,  it  will 
certainly  become 
necessary  to  make 
other  arrangements 
for  blacking  out  the 
backs  of  the  win- 
dows. Frames  that 
can  easily  be  placed 
in  position  will  have 
to  be  devised.)  The 
next  job  tackled  was 
the  "light  trap"  for  the  door.  This  was  made  quite  easily  and 
economically.  It  was  constructed  in  two  pieces :  side  and  front, 
plus,  of  course,  the  curtain.  The  requirements  are  sufficient 
timber  (2  in.  by  2  in.),  sheets  of  plywood,  a  length  of  black  or 
dark  material  for  the  curtain,  wing-nut  bolts,  nails,  and  a  few 
screws  and  hooks.  Side  and  front  are  constructed  similarly  to 
each  other.  First,  a  frame  of  the  required  dimensions  from  the 
2  in.  by  2  in.  is  made  and  sheets  of  plywood  are  then  nailed  on. 
The  side-piece  is  attached  to  the  wall  of  the  shop  by  means  of 
small  hooks,  and  side  and  front  are  held  together  by  three  bolts 
with  wing  nuts.  On  the  unbolted  top  corner  of  the  front  is  another 
piece  of  2  in.  by  2  in.,  equal  in  length  to  the  width  of  the  side- 
piece.  This  is  fastened  to  the  front,  using  an  ordinary  shelf 
bracket.  The  end  of  this  is  morticed  to  fit  into  another  mortice 
cut  in  a  piece  of  2  in.  by  2  in.  placed  along  the  wall  over  the  door 
and  at  the  same  height  as  the  side  and  front.  This  seems  to  be 
complicated,  but  is  not.  The  sketches  (Figs,  i  and  2)  show  how 
it  is  done. 

The  curtain  is  made  the  length  of  A  plus  B,  with  a  little  over, 
and  given  a  wide  hem  which  is  filled  with  sand  to  prevent  the 
curtain  from  blowing  about  when  the  shop  door  is  opened.  The 
curtain  is  threaded  on  a  rod  that  is  held  by  the  hooks  at  C. 
The  curtain  then  drapes  the  top  of  the  light  trap  and  hangs 
down  to  drape  the  open  end.  Looking  at  it  from  above,  one 
would  see  it  somewhat  as  in  Fig.  2. 

The  customer  opens  the  door  and  stands  in  the  miniature 


lobby  to  close  the  door,  which  he  is  compelled  to  do  in  order  to 
pass  through  the  curtains.  A  large  arrow  is  painted,  in  luminous 
paint,  on  the  front  wall  of  the  trap,  showing  him  which  way  to 
go.    The  writer  makes  no  claims  to  being  a  carpenter  but  found

the  light-trap  quite  simple  to  make,  and  thoroughly  efficient  in 
use.  It  can  be  assembled  and  put  in  position  in  a  little  over  a 
minute,  and  taken  out  of  sight  during  the  day.  The  whole  thing 
cost  a  few  pence  under  30s.,  and  when  the  war  is  over  it  will  at 
least  be  possible  to  make  the  curtains  into  aprons  for  the  errand 
boy. 

My  black-out  had  one  big  disadvantage.  The  shop  was  so 
effectively  blacked  out  that  customers  could  not  tell  we  were 
open.  Certainly  a  notice  was  put  on  the  door  saying  "Business 
as  Usual"  and  giving  the  hours  of  business,  but  this  was  of  use 
only  so  long  as  some  daylight  remained.  I  had  to  have  an 
"Open"  sign  that  did  not  contravene  the  regulations.  With  this 
object  in  view,  the  black  distemper  was  cleaned  from  the  fan- 
light over  the  shop  door,  and  a  piece  of  stout  black  paper  sub- 
stituted, from  which  the  word  "Open"  had  been  cut  in  letters 
eight  inches  high.  Two  thicknesses  of  navy  blue  crepe  paper  were 
pasted  behind.  The  illumination  inside  the  shop  is  quite  bright, 
and,  during  the  black-out,  the  sign  shows  up  plainly  from  out- 
side, though  not  too  bright.  In  fact,  it  glows  rather  like  luminous 
paint.  An  air-raid  warden  and  a  policeman  were  asked  to  pass 
judgment  on  the  sign,  and  each  decided  it  was  quite  satisfactory 
and  would  not  throw  a  beam  of  light.  In  making  one  of  these 
signs,  readers  should  space  the  letters 
well  apart  or  they  will  not  be  very 
distinct.  They  should  be  cut  as  a 
stencil,  as  shown  at  right. 

It  is  as  well  to  bear  in  mind  that 
the  illumination  in  any  given  shop 

may  be  brighter  than  in  the  writer's,  consequently  three  thick- 
nesses of  blue  paper,  or  perhaps  only  one.  may  be  required. 


OPEN 


Early  War-time  Sales 

With  the  declaration  of  war,  events  happened  almost  too 
quickly  to  be  dealt  with.  Dressings  and  first-aid  sets  were  sold 
out  and  re-ordered  ;  and  further  supplies  of  war-time  require- 
ments were  also  ordered.  Then  came  the  broadcast  announce- 
ment that  members  of  the  public  must  carry  their  gas  masks 
with  them  wherever  they  went.  A  glance  at  the  respirator  box 
with  its  string  handle  told  me  that  a  waterproof  canvas  satchel 
was  a  necessity,  which  could  provp  a  "best  seller."  A  few  'phone 
calls  and  letters  convinced  me  that  the  demand  had  not  been 
anticipated,  for  only  small  quantities  of  makeshift  containers 
were  available.  These  were  soon  sold  out.  However,  a  maker 
was  eventually  found  and  an  order  placed.  Notices  were  put  in 
the  window  and  on  the  counter  to  the  effect  that  a  supply  of 
waterproof  cases  for  gas  masks  would  soon  be  available — 
"  Reserve  yours  now."  At  the  time  of  writing  they  are  not  yet  to 
hand  ;  though  almost  sold  out  in  advance,  they  are,  I  am  assured, 
on  the  way.  Next  day  brought  the  announcement  that  electricity 
supplies  were  to  be  rationed.  The  electricity  people  were  unable 
to  tell  me  how  the  rationing  would  be  controlled,  so,  as  a  pre- 
caution, all  loo-watt  lamps  were  removed  and  replaced  by  6o's. 
There  has  been  much  activity  in  the  shop  in  dealing  with  orders 
for  first-aid  equipment  from  big  stores  and  business  houses. 
Batches  of  bleach  ointment,  etc.,  were  made  between  serving 
customers  and  reassuring  elderly  ladies  that  we  had  sufficient 
stocks  to  supply  them  with  their  particular  medicines  for  some 
considerable  time. — Spencer  Wells  {ij/g). 
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Shopfitting  Notes 


Window  Protection. — While  gummed  paper  criss-crossed 
on  the  front  of  the  window  may  have  a  certain  advantage  in 
sHghtly  reducing  the  likeUhood  of  the  plate-glass  being  shattered 
by  vibration  resulting  from  a  distant  explosion,  it  serves  no 
real  protective  purpose,  and  would  do  little  to  prevent  the 
flying  of  glass  splinters.  Small-mesh  wire-netting  fixed  flush 
against  the  inside  of  the  glass  would  be  much  more  effective 
for  this  purpose.  Chemists  who  have  shops  in  course  of  comple- 
tion or  reconstruction  might  consider  the  use  of  Georgian  wired 
glass  in  their  windows  in  place  of  the  ordinary  plate-glass. 

Light-lock  CoNSTRupTioN. — In  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
September  2,  p.  259,  reference  was  made  to  a  publication  of 
the  British  Standards  Institution  on   "Light  Locks."  The

specification  includes  several  plans  of  light-locks  for  different 
types  of  shop-fronts,  and  is  worth  studying  by  the  chemist  who 
is  trying  to  solve  this  problem,  but,  owing  to  the  extreme  varia- 
tion of  the  shape  and  size  of  shop-fronts,  can  do  no  more  than 
acquaint  the  chemist  with  the  general  principles  of  light-lock 

construction.  A  light-lock  is  a 
passage  with  black  walls  and 
ceiling,  so  planned  that  it  has  two 
right-angle  turns,  one  of  which 
opens  on  to  the  interior  or  the 
illuminated  lobby  and  the  other 
on  to  the  street.  The  width 
should  not  be  less  than  2  ft.  3  in. 
Inside  and  outside  views  of  a 
typical  example  are  shown  in  the 
accompanying  illustrations,  repro- 
duced by  courtesy  of  Frederick 
Sage  &  Co.,  Ltd.  The  materials 
used  in  this  example  were  ply- 
wood and  battens ;  but  there  is 
no  reason  why  a  better  effect 
should  not  be  produced  by  using 
some  of  the  better-quality  wall- 
boards.  An  alternative  to  this  method  is  to  cover  the  window- 
display  side  of  the  enclosures  with  black  pitch-paper  (a  material 


and  obtainable  from  builders'  merchants) .  This  serves  a  dual 
purpose.  Placed  on  a  frame  over  glazed  enclosures  it  prevents 
the  light  from  the  shop  from  filtering  outwards,  and  it  also 
makes  a  most  appropriate  window  background  in  present  condi- 
tions, as  it  serves  as  a  foil  for  brightly  coloured  packages,  and 
can  be  relieved  by  appropriate  sales-messages  in  letters  cut  out 
of  coloured  paper  and  stuck  on  to  the  rough  surface. 

"Black-out"  Windows. — ^Most  chemists  will  by  this  time 
have  taken  hasty  steps  to  conform  to  the  "black-out"  regula- 
tions. Many  such  arrangements,  while  satisfactory  as  temporary 
precautions,  have  produced  rather  unsightly  effects,  and  it  may 
be  as  well  to  review  methods  and  materials  so  as  to  provide 
that  protection  is  not  permanently  obtained  at  the  expense  of 
attraction.  Window  hghting  is  obviously 
out  of  the  question ;  but  this  loss  of 
external  appeal  by  night  should,  as  far 
as  possible,  be  counteracted  by  brighter 
and  better  displays  during  the  daytime. 
If  the  inner  sides  of  glass  window  en- 
closures have  been  boarded  up,  or  covered 
with  thick  curtains,  the  effect  has  prob- 
ably been  rather  depressing  in  the  shop. 
There  is  no  reason  why  black-out  arrange- 
ments should  cause  disfigurement  of  the 
shop  during  the  day,  so  long  as  simple 
devices  are  employed  which  are  capable 
of  being  quickly  placed  in  position.  For 
example,  the  glazing  in  window  enclosures 
may  easily  be  obscured  with  panels  of 
plywood  or  wallboard  made  to  fit.  Such 
panels  can  be  made  to  slide  in  slots 
attached  to  the  enclosure  above  and 
below  the  glass,  or,  where  the  glass  is 
sufficiently  recessed,  fitted  into  the  same 
frame.  To  prevent  the  black-out  panels 
falling  out,  or  being  loosened  by  vibra- 
tion, metal  clips  or  buttons,  on  the  lines 
shown  in  the  accompanying  sketch,  can 
be  screwed  to  the  side.  The  same  prin- 
ciple may  be  applied  to  the  over-transom 
glazing,  where  this  comes  above  the  false 
ceiling  of  the  window  and  allows  the 
light  to  escape  outwards.  In  the  more 
vulnerable  areas,  it  may  be  desirable  to 
remove  carboys  from  above  the  win- 
dows, and  store  them  in  the  cellar, 
replacing  them  temporarily  with  painted 
signs.  Chemists  whose  shop-fronts  have 
deep  lobbies  or  semi-arcades  are  at  a 
great  advantage  under  present  conditions, 
for  they  can  board  up  the  front  parts  of  the  windows,  have  a 
light-lock  constructed  at  the  entrance  to  the  lobby,  and  continue 
to  illuminate  their  displays.    A  large  carboy  may  again  be

The  demand  for  products  of  all  descriptions  continues,  with  suppliers 
conserving  their  stocks  as  much  as  possible.  In  the  Pharmaceutical 
Chemicals  markets  some  further  important  adjustments  in  sales  prices 
are  recorded,  and  these  are  chiefly  due  to  increased  cost  of  raw  mate- 
rials. Bromides  have  advanced  shghtly.  The  full  scale  of  revised 
prices  for  Iodides  is  given  this  week.  Some  Photographic  Chemicals 
have  been  advanced.  Supplies  of  all  products  continue  adequate. 

Crude  Drugs 

Activity  continues  in  these  markets  and  spot  holders  are  now 
adopting  a  reserved  attitude,  liquidating  their  stocks  as  little  as 
possible.  The  general  level  of  spot  values  of  these  products  has  already 
risen  and  the  difficulty  of  securing  fresh  imports  for  the  time  being 
is  likely  to  result  in  high  values  being  maintained.  The  cost  of  new 
arrivals,  landed,  is  not  likely  to  allow  for  any  reduction  in  the  future. 
Agar  is  selling  on  spot  at  full  prices.  Curafao  Aloes  is  firmly  held. 
Japanese  Camphor  has  met  with  a  brisk  demand ;  some  shipment 
offers  received.  Cascara  Sagrada  is  in  demand  but  supplies  are 
being  put  on  the  market  in  very  limited  quantities.  A  good  demand  for 
Ipecacuanha,  Matto  Grosso,  B.P.,  is  recorded.  Japanese  Menthol 
has  sold  well,  but  holders  are  restricting  their  business.  Senega  is 
reported  to  be  in  good  supply.  Full  prices  are  being  paid  for  Rough 
Round  Rhubarb.  First-hand  importers  report  good  business  in  all 
descriptions  of  Senna.  Quoted  prices  for  Tragacanth  are  firm.  Most 
descriptions  of  Bees'  Wax  are  not  being  quoted.  Carnauba  Wax 
is  firm. 

Essential  Oils 

The  demand  for  these  products  is  good,  the  market  firm  throughout, 
with  spot  holders  selling  in  limited  quantities  only.  Prices  continue  to 
harden  in  anticipation  of  the  higher  cost  of  replacement.  It  is  noted 
that  shippers  of  Sicilian  Lemon  are  offering  on  f.o.b.  terms.  Some 
Californian  oil  is  available  in  London.  Japanese  Peppermint  is 
selling  well  at  full  prices.  The  American  oils  are  all  dearer  on  exchange. 
Late  prices  are  included  in  Coloured  Supplement.

War  Risk  Insurance 

Sir,- — ^We  should  like,  through  the  medium  of  The  Chemist 
AND  Druggist,  to  ask  the  opinion  of  the  chemist  trade  on  the 
following  situation  which  has  arisen  during  the  past  week.  Certain 
wholesalers  are  invoicing  goods  "plus  3J%  surcharge  to  cover 
compulsory  War  Risk  Insurance."  These  charges  are  being  made 
on  P.A.T.A.  goods,  which  charge  we  cannot  pass  on  to  the 
public.  In  addition  we  must  insure  our  stock  ourselves,  which 
means  another  3f  per  cent,  surcharge,  all  of  which  the  retailer 
must  bear.  It  appears  we  must  pay  to  insure  our  own  stock  and 
the  whole.salers'  as  well,  a  situation  which  calls  for  the  closest 
investigation  on  the  part  of  the  P.A.T.A.  and  the  Government.

Real  and  Alleged  Profiteering 

Sir, — It  will  be  a  good  thing  for  everyone  concerned  if  attempts 
at  profiteering  are  firmly  checked  by  the  Government  (C.  &■  D., 
September  9,  p.  285)  so  that  unnecessary  rises  in  prices  with 
the  consequent  trouble  with  customers  will  not  be  repeated  as 
in  the  last  war.  At  the  same  time  we  do  not  want  a  second 
edition  of  the  Profiteering  Act,  as  it  caused  much  discontent. 
Chemists  were  among  the  victims  of  a  wave  of  profiteering 
charges  which  swept  over  the  country  for  a  short  time,  especially 
with  regard  to  prices  for  prescriptions,  indeed  if  my  memory 
serves  me  correctly,  it  was  laid  down  in  one  case  that  a  chemist 
had  no  right  to  charge  a  dispensing  fee,  but  only  for  the  drugs 
supplied,  ignoring  the  fact  that  every  other  trade  charges  for 
labour  as  well  as  for  materials.  Unfortunately  some  customers 
became  aware  of  this  decision,  and  on  more  than  one  occasion 
during  that  period  I  had  people  arguing  about  the  price  of  their 
prescriptions,  wanting  to  know  how  they  were  priced,  and 
disputing  the  right  to  charge  for  dispensing.  There  were  also 
a  few  individuals,  who,  by  some  means,  were  able  to  ascertain 
the  market  prices  and  carefully  worked  them  out  down  to  the 
quantities  dispensed.  They  would  then  inform  the  chemist 
that  the  ingredients  only  cost  a  penny  or  a  fraction,  and  they 
were  going  to  send  the  prescription  to  the  Profiteering  Com- 
mittee to  take  action  about  it.  Let  us  hope  there  will  be  no  such 
stupidities  during  the  present  war,  because  it  was  often  said 
at  that  time  that  the  Profiteering  Act  eventually  became  a 
persecuting  Act.  While  there  is  no  excuse  for  putting  up  prices 
exorbitantly  or  without  cause,  the  chemist  or  other  shopkeeper 
must  make  his  due  proportion  of  profit  to  pay  his  expenses, 
and  this  was  often  lost  sight  of. — Yours  faithfully.

Early  Closing  Difficulties 

Sir, — The  difficulties  regarding  the  covering  up  of  goods  not 
permitted  to  be  sold  after  the  normal  closing  hours  in  the  Isle 
of  Man  (C.  6-  D.,  September  9,  p.  278)  recalls  the  similar  trouble 
experienced  here  when  the  Act  first  came  into  force.  With  the 
modern  style  of  fittings  in  pharmacies :  glass  show  cases  where 
there  used  to  be  mahogany  counters,  and  pedestals  with  two  or 
three  glass  shelves  in  tiers  standing  on  those  cases,  instead  of  the 
old  form  of  a  wooden  ledge  backing  a  bent  glass  case  and  taking 
only  one  row  of  bottles  or  cartons,  it  is  not  practical  to  cover 
up  everything  which  cannot  be  .sold.  Windows  can  be  obscured 
by  blinds,  but  the  interior  fixtures  cannot,  and  fortunately, 
although  there  were  one  or  two  prosecutions,  the  difficulty  of 
covering  every  item  was  realised,  and  so  long  as  the  other 
regulations  are  observed  and  only  permissible  goods  are  sold, 
no  trouble  is  now  raised.  In  any  case  the  notices  saying  that  the 
shop  is  closed  except  for  the  sale  of  medicines  and  medical 
and  surgical  appliances  are  displayed  both  inside  and  outside, 
so  that  it  is  obvious  to  any  customer  that  toilet  and  other  classes 
of  goods  cannot  be  purchased,  without  any  elaborate  arrange- 
ment of  covers  to  conceal  them  from  view,  in  case  somebody 
might  be  tempted  to  persuade  the  chemist  to  break  the  law. 
In  any  event  under  the  present  black-out  conditions  there  is 
not  much  display  left,  and  in  most  districts  few  customers  after 
closing  hours. — Yours  faithfully,

G.  C.  {S/g). — Lice. — The  treatment  of  lice  is  similar  to  that 
for  scabies,  and  one  or  two  applications  of  sulphur  ointment, 
together  with  disinfection  of  the  clothes,  usually  suffice  to  eradi- 
cate the  condition.  Prevention. — Several  methods  have  been 
tried  with  successful  results,  among  them  the  following; — 
(i)  Sulphur  should  be  dusted  on  the  linings  of  the  clothes,  when 
small  quantities  of  sulphuretted  hydrogen  are  formed,  to  which 
the  remedy  owes  its  effectiveness ;  (2)  small  bags  of  sulphur, 
anise  or  fennel  can  be  hung  from  the  neck  of  the  individueil, 
under  the  clothing;  (3)  the  body  can  be  anointed  with  cam- 
phorated oil  or  covered  with  a  spirituous  solution  of  oil  of  anise, 
fennel  or  clove  (1  in  30).  Clothes  lice. — A  solution  of  soft  soap 
(20  per  cent.)  with  per  cent,  of  lysol  is  recommended  to  be 
applied  to  the  body  or  rubbed  into  the  clothes.

H.  S.  (12/9). — Bleach  ointment. — The  ointment  recom- 
mended in  the  official  A.R.P.  Handbook  is  made  by  mixing 
equal  parts  by  weight  of  super-tropical  bleach  and  white  soft 
paraffin.  The  super-tropical  bleach  is  chloride  of  lime  stabihsed 
by  the  addition  of  quicklime,  and  fulfilling  certain  conditions  of 
stability  and  chlorine  content.  Ordinary  bleaching  powder  is 
more  irritating  to  the  skin  than  the  super-tropical  variety,  but 
in  the  absence  of  the  latter  it  is  suitable  when  made  up  in  an 
ointment  with  white  soft  paraffin.  If  mixing  is  carried  out  in 
bulk,  the  employment  of  a  mill  is  recommended  to  ensure  a 
thorough  and  uniform  consistency. 

Bleach  paste. — This  consists  of  super-tropical  bleach  mixed 
to  a  creamy  consistency  with  water — roughly  one  part  of  bleach 
powder  to  one  or  two  parts  of  water  by  volume.  This  paste 
retains  its  effectiveness  for  several  days  if  stored  in  enamelled 
containers  with  well-fitting  lids.

Apprenticeship  Law 

In  any  other  case  of  contract — more  especially  where  such 
contract  is  intended  to  cover  a  number  of  years — especial  care 
would  be  taken  to  have  all  the  terms  clearly  defined,  and  that  is 
what  ought  to  be  done  in  cases  of  apprenticeship.  Nine-tenths 
of  the  difficulties  that  arise  are  due  to  the  parties  not  using  ordi- 
nary prudence  in  setting  forth  the  terms  of  the  contract.  There 
are  a  great  number  of  terms  which  are  applied  by  law  in  every 
contract  of  apprenticeship,  but  the  law  cannot  provide  for  every 
case,  and  especially  for  cases  which  arise  in  particular  trades 
where  certain  customs  are  general,  but  perhaps  not  universal. 
The  law  of  custom  is  always  very  dangerous  to  rely  upon  in  any 
case  that -has  to  go  into  court,  as  a  custom  must  be  strictly 
proved,  and  must  be  shown  to  be  one  well  known  in  the  trade 
and  of  universal  application.  A  well-drawn  deed  of  apprentice- 
ship, however,  will  generally  obviate  any  difficulty  or  dispute. 
The  details  of  such  deed  must  necessarily  vary  under  different 
circumstances,  but,  as  a  general  rule,  there  are  certain  points 
which  ought  to  be  provided  for  in  every  deed.  For  instance,  the 
hours  of  attendance  at  business,  hours  allowed  for  relaxation  and 
study,  attendance  at  lectures,  holidays,  food,  clothing,  illness, 
return  of  the  premium  in  case  of  death  of  master  or  apprentice, 
place  where  the  business  is  to  be  carried  on,  provision  in  case 
of  removal  or  sale  of  business,  and  in  restraint  of  competition 
after  the  expiration  of  apprenticeship,  and  the  hke.  Stipulations 
ought  also  to  be  inserted  enabling  the  master  to  dismiss  the 
apprentice  in  case  of  misconduct  or  absence  without  leave,  or 
breach  of  any  of  the  stipulations  of  the  contract.
